Run Over and Killed. 
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Some of the Features Which Are Already 
Known of the Great Region About the 
South Pole. : 


As before long an expedition may be sent to 
explore he Antarctic world, the following 
from Good Words aptly describes the character 
ot the region: Tue ſoe- bound character of 
these seas is due to the absence of any brisk 
surface currents. In the Arctic regions the 
Gulf Stream makes its genial influence felt far 
and wide, breaking up the ice and producing 
a constant circulation. It is true we have 
very scant and imperfect data of the oceanic 
circulation in the Antarctic seas. 

„Speaking in very general terms, and apart 
from theories, one thing is certain: There is a 
steady northerly ana easterly drift-current 
proceeding from the pole in the direction of 
New Zealand and Cape Horn, which is esti- 
mated to flow atthe rate of from twenty to 
thirty-five miles a day; on striking the coast 
of South America this current bifurcates, the 
stronger arm proceeding northand washing 
the shores of Chill a Peru, (reducing 
the temperatures of these countries,) the 
weaker continuing east and north past Cape 
Horn. The course taken by an iceberg is ulti- 
mately east by north, and its rate of travel is 
about sixteen miles a day, except in the local- 
ity of Cape Horn, where icebergs take a more 
northerly course up to latitude 40 degrees 
south, when they resume their easterly direc- 
tion, and reduce their rate of travel. The 
deres, on being detached from the place of 
their formation, by a process I shall aftétward 
allude to, are floated away ata rate not ex- 
ceeding three-quarters of a mile an hour. 
Carried first to the westward and subsequently 
to the north and east, they are met with the 
first season after their separation, about 
seventy miles north of the barrier. This fact 
seems to prove the existence of what is known 
as the antarctic drift current, which flows 
toward the north. 

**Closely approximating with the outer edge 
of the ice fields we find the deep-sea deposits 
to consist of very pure diatom ooze,but as the 
Antarctic Continent is approached the de- 
tritus from the continent dropped by the ice- 
bergs is mixed up with the diatoms and com- 
bines to form a deposit of blue mud, which, 
on examination, shows all the mineral par- 
ticles and rock fragments usually found in the 
neighborhood of land. They resembie in 
many respects, as Mr. Murray has pointed 
out. the deposits found in similar depths off 
the Atlantic coast of British North America. 
Thus, taken in connection with the depths, 
the deep-sea deposits would enable the pos- 


tion and extent of the Antarctic Continent to 
be mapped out with a tolerable degree of cer- 


. The permanently low atmospheric pressure 
(29,000 inches) in the Antartic regions is a re- 
markable phenomenon in the meteorology of 
the globe; it seems to obtain between the par- 
alicis of 40 degs. and 70 degs. south, even in 
the summer months, giving rise to the most 
violent storms from the west and northwest. 
The winds biow in cyclonically toward the 
south pole. From the southern edge of the 
zone which the southeast trades exist, as 
far as the Antartic circle, westerly winds biow 
with more or less force and constancy at all 
seasons of the year, Our data as regards the 
winds within the Antartic circle are extremely 
scanty, but it is probabie that in the summer 
months (January, February and March, the 
only season in which that region has been 
visited) the winds biow east or west without 
any great constancy or regularity. Extremes 
of weather are experienced in rapid succes- 
eae and there is almost constant precipita- 
tion. 

The beautiful displays of the aura austra- 
lis have been noted by ail antaretic voyagers. 
The exhibditions have been observed chiefly 
about or within the latitude of 68 deg. south. 
They differ from the same phenomenon in the 
Arctic regions, inthe length of the vertical 
beams being greater, their appearances and 
disappearances being more frequent and sud- 
1 flashes of tignt—and from 
their being often quite colorless. Lieut. 
Wiikes, who witnessed one very beautiful dis 
play, thus describes it: ‘It exeeeded anything 
ofthe kind I had heretofore witnessed; its 
activity was liuconceivabie, dating from the 
zenith tothe horizon in all directions in the 
most brilliant coruscations; rays, proceed- 
ing as if from a point in the zenith, 
fiashed in brilliant pencilings of light, 
like sparks of electric fluid in 
vacuo, and reappeared again to vanish, form- 
ing themselves into one body, like an um- 
brelia or fan, shut up; again emerging to flit 
acioss the sky with the rapidity of light, they 
showed all the prismatic colors at once, or in 
quick succession. So remarkabie were the 
phenomena that even our sailors were con- 
stantly exclaiming in admiration of its bril- 
Hancy. The best position in which to view it 
was by lying flat upon the deck and look-

The vegetable kingdom, under such unfa- 
vorabie physical conditions, has no represen- 
tativesin antarctic lands. There are enor- 
mous quantities of diatoms, mieroscopie plants 
belonging to many genera and species, which 
afford the chief food supply for the marine an- 
imals. The diatoms are found in the surface 
waters, and their dead frustuies collect on the 
sea bottom about the latitude of 60 degrees 
south, and outside the blue muds surround 
ing the antarctic regions a pure white diato- 
maceous ooze. The oceanic light blue color 
of the sea is, near the pack edge, frequently 
found to be stained bya dirty brownish tint 
from the organisms abounding there. 

»The marine animals prey one upon the 
other, according to their position in the scale 
of crvation, all being eventually nourished by 
the minute infusorial organisms filling the 
ocean in such inconcelivabie numbers. On the 
ice and inthe water are innumerable seals. 
Three species were observed by Ross, and 
they varied considerably in their size and 
coloring. Their colors ranged from a 
dark gray, beautifully marbled with spots 
and stripes of a much darker hue, to 
almost uniform white. The largest in size, 
which were much less numerous than the 
smaller species, were armed with formidable 
tusks, by which and from the shape of their 
head, they resembied the polar bear; and 
they are equally dangerous to approach. The 
largest killed by the expedition under Ross 
weighed 850 pounds, and yielded sixteen gal- 
lons of oil; lt was nearly 12 feet long and 6 
feet in circumference, and its stomach was 
found to contain 28 pounds of fish. The mid- 
dle-sized seal, called the sea leopard from 
the markings on its fur, as well as the white 
antartic seal, are so tame that they may be 
approached and killed with impunity. 

Then there are sealoins and sea elephants, 
which have been seen in great numbers south 
ofthe Horn. The sea lions of the female sex 
fiercely protect their young, the males en- 
deavoring to intimidate intruders by. their 
roars of lusty defiance. The gashes seen on 
them bear evidence of savage encounters 
among themselves. Of the marine produce, 
however, the most important to our fisheries 
isthe whale. Whales have been seen by ail 
antarctic voyagers, though their num 
have more recently been 1 diminished 
by the activity of the whaiing vessels. They 
are almost exclusively of the fin-backed 
species and chiefly haunt the pack edge.

The Famous Sister of the Khedive and Her

Khedive, the richest and most noted woman 
in the East, who posseses the finest palace in 
Cairo, has led a lite of pleasure that bas no 
parallel in modern history, according to the 
Cincinnati Enquirer. She has received’ a Eu- 
ropean education, and, as isusual in Egypt, 
was married to a Turkish pasha old enough to

In thirty days she had 
seen eno of him to Gespise him, and. as no 
Turk d enter bis wife's apartment if she 
reverses her oversboes, leaving them outside 
her door, the Princess avalled herself of this 
privilege during the two months she lived in 

onstantinople. Her vbysicians advised her 
to spend the winters at Cairo. Arriving there 
she fell at the knees of her brother, the Khe- 
dive, and deciared that she preferred death to 
liv with her antiquated husband. He ap-

After four years of devo- 
tion it was rumored that he had tired of his 
dusky princess and formed an attachment for 
a French actress, Ernestine Ledac, and those 
of his friends who knew the Egyptian weill ad- 
vised him to be well off with the she old love 
before he was on with the new, for a ven- 
geance that treads witha foot of velvet, but 
strikes with a hand of steel, wouid surely 
overtake him. 

He paid no attention to these warnings, and 
one mornin — while Mile.

DINE OUT. 


Advice to a Rustic on His Appearance in Po- 
lite Society—The Proper Form of Invita. 
tion—One Must Accept Every Course 
The Way in Which Things Are Served.

A lady, who wisnes to give a formal dinner, 
issues her invitationstwo weeksin advance 
and should have her cards engraved after the 
following formula:.

The recipient of such an invitation must an- 
swer it immediately in the most formal man- 
ner. After the invitation is accepted one ex- 
cuse only willrelieve you from keeping your 
engagement, and that is sudden death. If vou 


orany of your friends should be unfortunate 
enough to meet with so inconsiderate and dis- 
agreeable an accident as that your bostess 
should be notified as quickly as the Coronez. 
A gentleman is never invited without his wife 
or a lady without her husband unless the sud- 
den need of another guest renders the request 
imperative, and then it should be asked as a 
favor and only of most intimate friends. At 
whatever hour the dinner is given the guests 
should be punctual to a minute, as it is ex- 
tremely discourteous to keep the dinner wait- 
ing, and it cannot be announced until the last 
guest has arrived, buta lady is not expected 
to receive them untii ten minutes before din- 
ner is served. 

Each gentieman finds in the hall a card 
bearing his name and the name of the lady he 
is to take in, together with the words right“ 
or left. host to designate his piace at 
the table. At very large dinners diagrams of 
the tables are left in the drawing rooms with 
the name of each lady and gentieman written 
in the place assigned them. A gentleman, if 
unacquainted with the lady he is to devote 
himself to, reminds the entertainers of this 
fact and the presentation is immediately 
made. No other introductions are made, 
bowever, and r are fast falling into the 
English custom of considering all people as 
acquaintances for the nonce whom they meet 
at the house of a friend. A gentiewan must 
remember to offer his left arm to a lady ata 
dinner, though assistance * her at any 
other time is proffered with the right arm. 
Ladies go to dinner in whatever is consideied 
a full dress toilet for the segson and with 
gioves which are removed at the table and 
not put on again uniess there de dancing in 
the evening, and gentleman wear dress suits. 

When all the guests have arrived dinner is 
announced by a silent signal to the host, who 
immediately offers his right arm to the most 
honored lady guest and leads the way to the 
dining room, the hostess following ber guests 
with the gentleman she has invited to take 
her in to dinner. As the hostess sits the 
guests also take their seats at the table, where 
everything is served a iarusse and where a 
glittering array of silver knives aud forks, 
with glasses of diyers shapes and colors are 
arranged at each plate, together with a plate 
ot oysters on the half sbeti, and a napkin 
deftly folded which holds adinner roll. All 
the various forks have their special purpose, 
and each plate or ‘‘cover’’ at a dinnner is 
accompanied by a small fork with three broad 
tines and along, slender handle with which 
oysters or clams are eaten, and which 
is frequent! placed on the right 
side of the plate alone; a small 
silver fish knife and fork, three large 
forks, and two large knives, to used” as 
needed through the meal. uettes, tim 
bales, rissoles, and other made French dishes 
are eaten with afork alone, but salads may 
employ both knife and fork it they are not cut 
up before serving, or if, as ig now popular, 
pread and butter served with them. A 
handsome dish with three compartments con- 
taining bread, butter and cheese is frequently 
passed around the table when salid is eaten. 

At a private dinner a guest must accept every 
course served, and not — that, but also 
make a feint of eating it smilingly, no matter 
how distasteful it may be. Oysters or clams 
may not be refused, but the consuming of a 
relish like olives may be optional with the 
guests. When eaten they are held in the fin- 
gers, as they are malicious, silppery little 
affairs, escaping from the prongs of a fork to 
lodge in unexpected places.

The Treasury experts who have analyzed 
the Senate tariff bill in the light of cus- 
tom-house data for many years past, 
report that instead of making cus- | 
tom-house receipts $35,000,000 less, it will 
cut off only $18,000,000 net, or the differ- 
ence between a cut of $28,000,000 in sugar 
duties and an increase of $15,000,000 in re- 
ceipts on other dutiable articles. 
Under our present high tariff our im- 
ports have increased from $431,812,000 in 
1878 to $725,202,000 in 1888, and our ex- 
ports have shruuk in the same time from 
$787, 092,000 in 1878 to $691,777,000 in 1888, 
leaving a balance against us last year of 
$33,425,000. The increase of imports last 
year was as great in dutiable articles as 
in those which were admitted free, and 
there is good reason for believing that 
the Treasury estimate of a fifteen million 
increase in duties raised by the Senate 
bill is too low. The duties it im- 
poses on wool and woolens are certain to 
greatly increase the revenue from im- 
ported carpets, wools and woolen goods, 
while the duties it imposes on various raw 
materials are certain to depress home 
production and increase the balance of 
trade against us. 

In return for this, according to the 
Treasury estimate, the bill would give us 
a total reduction of only $44,000,000 from 
an annual surplus of more than $100,000,- 
000, and all but $13,000,000 of this reduc- 
tion would be in the taxes on tobacco and 
alcohol. 

With a balance of 83, 000. 000 against us 
in our foreign exchanges, how long will it 
take for the collection of a surplus of over 
$50,000,000 agnually to produce a wrecking 
stringency in all our industries? A lavish 
expenditure of thesurplus may tempo- 
rarily strengthen the party that squanders 
the money, but cannot long postpone the 
inevitable result of such a profligate 
scheme of government. 

But this was not what the Republican 
party promised the voters who elected 
HaRRISON, and it is difficult to believe 
that the party dare pass this bill, or brave 
the situation which must result from col- 
lecting a huge surplus by burdensome 
tates on the necessaries of life and the 
raw materials of manufacture.

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Conaress should find time before the 
session ends to pass the amendments to 
the interstate commerce law asked for by 
the Interstate Commission. They are all 
in line with the intent of the law to pro- 
tect both the owners and the patrons of 
railways.

Gov. Larrabee Out On Bail. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

If on an indictmente President or Governor 
may be arrested or imprisoned in default of 
bail, when found guilty he may be committed 
to the Penitentiary or Jail. Have the courts 
any such power over a Chief Magistrate dur- 
ing his incumbency of the executive office? 
Is a President or Governor amenable during 
his term of office to any other proceeding 
than that of impeachment? and must not an 
indictment charging him with crime be con- 
tinued for trial until his term expires? 

Gov. Larrabee has taken the proper course, 
however, in making no denial of the jarisdic- 
tion of the courts, but the latter could em- 
brace the opportunity to establish a correct 
precedent and hold that a Chief Magistrate 
cannot be tried on an indictment until his 
term expires. A Governor or President is no 
more above the laws than the bumbiest ver- 
son in the community, but weighty reasons 
require that he should not be subject to the 
process of the criminal courts until he casts 
off the chief magistracy and becomes again @ 
simple citizen. 


Cold Baths fer Typhoid Fever. 
From the Philadelphia Record. 

Dr. Simon Baruch, attending physician to 
the Manbattan Genera] Hospital, published a 
paper in the Medical Record on the treatment 
ottypboid fever which advocates the abandon- 
ment of the present method of treatment and 
the substitution of the coid-bath treatment as 
successfully practiced in the German military 
hospitals. Without burdening the reader 
with the methods of the coid water system, 
which are the provinee of the physician, it is 
worth while to note the valuable results at- 
tained. Out of 19,017 cases treated with all 
kinds of cold baths,’’ there was a mortality of 
7.9 per cent. Out of 2,841 cases in which the 
treatment was ‘‘intermediate, with water,’’ 
the mortality was 12.2 per cent. Out ot 2,19 
cases treated with ‘‘strict cold baths,’’ the 
mortality was 1.7 per cent, and inthe same 
cases 2,150 patients who were treated before 
the disease had progressed five days all recoy- 
ered. 


Presidential Pensions.

THEY NEED NEVER BUBST. 


How to Keep Water-Pipes From Freezing 
in the Coldest Weather. 

Now that cold weather has set in, said a 
plumber in conversation with a hotel mana- 
ger this morning, ‘‘lexpectthat there will 
bea great many frozen pipes, and that a 
great deal of damaze will be done 
in consequence. If people only knew 


it there is no n> essity for pipes ever freezing. 
The habit tan some have of letting the water 
run slowly sli nigh: does well enough, but is 
by no meansasure preventive. At an ex- 

angle a little ice may accumulate, 


the water in the basement is an absolutely 
gure preventive, if properly done. But as 
too often managed this method invites a 
burst, and a very large proportion of broken 
pipes are Jue to ignorance in this respect. Of 
course there can be no freezing when the pipes 
are empty, but ne everyone turns 
the water on with ruil force in the porn ing: 
The pipes are of course cold, and so is the 
water, and as soon as it enters the pipe witha 
Tull head, it is likely to freeze in an instant, 
and not at a single 8 as is the case when 
the water stands, but throughout the entire 
— — of the pipe, splitting it from top to 

m. To avoid this a thin stream should 
first be admitted, and then the full bead 
turned on five or ten minutes later. By ob- 
serving. this precaution a break will be ren- 
dered practically impossible.
